LB 362 would have amended section 13-520 (excepttorthe budget lid for all governments

except schools) and 79-1028 (exceptions to thgdtudl for schools) to eliminate the exception

for amounts budgeted to support a service thatasigied pursuant to an interlocal agreement
whether the service is provided by one party ooiat jentity. Section 2 amended section 77-
3446 to increase the basic growth rate from 2v2quérto 2% percent for fiscal years 2007-08
and 2008-09 only.

Section 4 would have amended section 84-304 (dafiése State Auditor) to include audits of

joint entities created under the Interlocal CoopenaAct. Section 5 established an operative
date of July 1, 2007.
